How the Great Naval Battle was 


Fought and Won.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 4.— The French Embassy has received 


some news by way of Paris touching the fight off Manila, and at Cavite. 
It comes from M. do Jouquire, the French Consul General at Manila, and 
was sent before the telegraphic cable was closed to the outer world. 


The dispatch was received at B p. m.and was to the effect that six Spanish 


cruisers and gunboats participated in the action. The flrst attack began 
between 8 and 9 a. m., May 1. The full American squadron seems not to 
have engaged in the flrst attack, but this is aoconntel for by the necessity 
of having one or perhaps more vessel, watching thB harbor to prevnt ac 
attack In the rear, whioh the peculiar formation of the harbor favored. 
Then flve or six of the stronger and faster Spanish boats had been sent out 
by Admiral Montejo as eoonts, and if they heard tho firing they were 
liable to oome to the aid of their friends from some unexpected direction. 
The insurgent chief, Alejandro, was on the Olympla with Commodore 
Dewey, and directed the Lascar pilot so that he avoided the mined places 
In the channel, whioh Is extremely tortuous and difficult. 


Formed in a Letter V. 


Tho American ebipa advanced in the form of aletter V, and mef the 


Spanish fleet that was ranged in an verted Y formation the Rcna Chris- 
tina, the Spanish Admiral Montejo'j flagship, being at the apex. Iho ves- 
sel was the center of fire, and was rldillod and sunk by the guns of the 
Concord. She Is said to have received 100 shots from 5 and 6-lnoh rapld- 
fiinig guns at a distance of 1000 to 800 yards In two minutes. Tho gnn- 
nery was remarkable for its accuracy and deadliness. 


After It was Boon that the flagship was disabled and the Spanish Ad- 


miral was obeerved to leave it in hi? cutter, the lire was concentrated on 
the Don Juan of Austria, which was torn to pieces, her captain and his 
flrst lieutenant being killed, and over ouo-third of the crew being killed or 
disabled.

In a message to congress in 1807 


Thomas Jefferson, then president of the 
L'nited States, recommended the survey- 
Ing of the Atlantic coast line of the 
country with a view to its adequate de- 
fense and also to the establishment of 
guides and safeguards to navigation. 
Congress adopted the recommendation 
of the president and made an appro- 
priation of $50,000 for the purpose, the 
direction of the matter being- put into 
the hands of the secretary of the treas- 
ury, at that time Albert Gallatin, who 
communicated the views of the ad minis- 
tration to "the scientific men of the 
country" in a circular distributed in 
New York, Boston, and Philadelphia 
chiefly. The plan adopted was to ascer- 
tain the positions of certain prominent 
>oints on the Atlantic coast by astro- 
nomical observations and to connect 
these by trigonometrical lines. 


The chief of the coast survey was a 


native of Switzerland, aid the work 
went on under his ddrtction with occa 
Biorml interruptions caused by changes 
of administration until 1843, when he 
died. The work at that time had, been 
finished from Point Judith, opposite 
Block Island, to Cape Henlopen, in Dela- 
ware. Since then the work has been, 
prosecuted actively, but meanwhile II 
has been increased, particularly since 
theeoneession of territory on the Paciflo 
from Mexico. This coast line of the 
country is now, according- to the report 
juet completed, nearly 0,000 miles, the 
land frontage of the country on the 
Canada and on the Mexican border lines 
being only 4,880 miles. The details of 
the American coast line are as follows: 
5,715 miles, embracing 2,319 miles on the 
Atlantic ocean,l,558 on the Gulf of 
Mexico, and 1,810 on the Pacific ocean. 


It Is an established proposition 


among authorities in naval warfare 
that the naval strength of a government 
would be proportioned to its coastline. 
The rule may be euid to prevail pretty 
generally, though Russia, which has 
relatively a small coast line on the Black 
sea and on the Baltic, has a large navy, 
and Norway andoweden, which have an 
eitormous coastline, larger in propor- 
tion, than any other countries of Europe, 
have very few warships. The coastline 
of the United States is really as nearly 
long as the distance from New York to 
Liverpool and return by the ordinary 
course of steamship travel, and its pro- 
tection against any possible attack has 
of recent years sccuredimore attention 
than was the case before the recon- 
struction or more practically the con- 
struction of Represent American navv

To Paris and its visitors from all the 


world the name of the Chateau d'Eau 
has long been familiar. But the superb 
project of Prof. Jan Zawiejski, archi- 
tect of that grand theater at Oacow, 
by which it is proposed to enhance the 
splendors of the intended Universal ex- 
hibition of 1900, surpasses most other 
designs of decorative architecture con- 
trived for the mere spectacle of a mag- 
nificent festivity. 
It is to be con- 


structed of iron, and to be clothed with 
rushing water; indeed, the water is to 
form its inner walls, descending in 
vast sheets of unbroken liquid surface 
which are completely to inclose the 
halls and chambers of the interior, and 
to form a majestic dome crowing the 
vrhole edifice. The total height will be 
100 meters, rivaling tbe loftiest build- 
ings. This is divided horizontally into 
three stories, the solid framework of 
which exhibits different architectural 
orders—the Tuscan, the Renaissance, 
and the Ionic styles, one above the 
other. Visitors will have entrances 
quite free from danger of a wetting, 
and may ramble securely about the pal- 
ace, take their seats in the theater as 
spectators of the "Varieties," or avail 
themselves of the restaurant, or ride 
on bicycles, or join the dance at a ball. 
By the aid of lifts and staircases they 
can go anywhere, protected in some 
piaces by glass screens and roofs, 
where needful, from even a drop of 
water blown aside by disturbance of 
the air. The surrounding waters, how- 
ever, illuminated with electric light in 
various changing colors, will probably 
be the chief attraction of this wonder- 
ful palace. Further detailamay be ei- 
pected In the course of'iu erection.—

WASHINGTON, May 4.—The navy de- 


partment is working upon a certain clew, 
obtained from foreign naval sources, that 
wanld Indicate a daring coup by Spain 
against the Atlantic coast.

Smith, inspector of rifle prac= 
tice of the Fifth regiment and by Sergeant Baker, an 
expert with high explosives, and the test made at Camp 
Lincoln. The first report was heard a distance of three 
miles, the second heard ten miles. Huge rocks were 
torn to pieces, the largest piece to be found being 
smaller than a walnut.
